About the only good thing that 
came out of this meeting was the 
mention of a marijuana referen- 
dum: “No person in the State 
of California, over 18 years of 
age, shall be caused to suffer 
criminal liabilities or other pun- 
ishment by reason of his cultiva- 
tio nor possession of marijuana 
for personal use. This provision 
shall in no way be construed to 
repeal existing legislation pro- 
hibiting persons under the in- 
fluence of marijuana from en- 
gaging in activities which pose a 
threat to the safety of others.” 

This referendum will be pre- 
sented to the California State 
Legislature with its outcome. 
being a slow death in committee.

Dade County’s population of 
1.25 million contributed $216 
million worth of goods and mer- 
chandise for redistribution last 
year, 90 per cent of it through 
the good auspices of the heroin 
addict. 


The heroin addict has a place 
in our society. The idea of tak- 
ing from the “haves and giving 
to the have-nots” did not origi- 
nate with Robin Hood, nor with 
our bureaucratic government. 
It may well have not originated 
with Jesus Christ, either, even if 
he did take from a curious raga- 
muffin five loaves of stale bread 
and two stinking, putrifying fish 
to distribute to the multitudes. 


Michael Cacoyannis’ film of 
Euripides’ The Trojan Women is 
a masterpiece. Clear, intel:igible 
even to those unfamiliar w.th 
Green theatre, it presents Euri- 
pides’ pacifist masterpiece simp- 
ly and is, at all times, faithful 
to the original 


This is the achievement of Ca- 
coyannis. ° Unlike Olivier and 
Zefferilli, he does not chop and 
restructure the original. Rather, 
he simply éxpands the area of 
the action, fills out the business 
and lets the original play do the 
rest. There are few of the frills 
and tricks that we have become 
used to. Cacoyannis relies on 
strong, simple images in com- 
position and color, often remi- 
niscent of Eisenstein at his best. 
In short, he gives the screez to 
Euripides. 

For those unfamiliar with the 
play, it tells he story of the 
slavery of the women of Troy af- 
ter its defeat by the Greek army. 
Hecuba, wife of Priam, her 
daughter Cassandra, Andromance, 
Hector’s wiv, are to be sold as 
slaves with a special pain for 
each. Cassandra is a priestess 
and must become a concubine. 
Andromanche must lose her only 
son. Hecuba is to be the slave 
of Odysseus, the creator of the 
Trojan horse. We see each 
learn her fate and fall. 

The acting is virtuoso:. The 
film may: be said to constitute 
a textbook for young actresses. 
Each approaches her role dif- 
ferently, uses different skills and 
techniques, but all have unbe-

lievable impact. . As Cassandra, 
Bujold gives what can only be 
called a virtuoso performance. 
Her madness is total and un- 
restrained. Every resource is 
used to overwhelm the audience 
with the suffering of this young 
girl. On the other hand, Va- 
aessa Redgrave’s Andromache is 
1 model of classical acting. She 
combines the poetry of the script 
with the agony of a very real 
situatio. She used few of Bul- 
old’s pyrothechnics, but retains 
the elevation of the verse. 

Irene Papas plays Helen with 
her body. Her lines themselves 
give place to a portrayal based 
on posture, movement and ex- 
pression used with brilliant ef- 
fect. "Twas not the face that 
launched the thousand ships. 

But Hecuba carries the play 
and Katherine Hepburn carries 
the film. She balances the styles 
of the others and gives the film 
a firm foundation with a realis- 
tic portrayal. Her voice is rough, 
her speeches broken into jagged 
phrases. Traditionally, this is 
not fine acting. Hepburn de- 
stroys the tradition. She lifts the 
role to the level of a female Lear, 
bringing this writer to the point 
of tears. 

In sum,:the film is perfect 
‘uripedes. Those familiar with 
Zuripedes will find all of his 
deas brought out clearly and 
orcefully. Every effect is well 
srounded in the traditions of 
incient Greece and is over- 
whelming. The film is almost 
unbearable: two hours of unre- 
ieved tragedy. A masterpiece.

EDITOR'S MAILBOX 


UP AGAINST THE HALL . . . ER, WALL! 


This is in response to Lester L. Hall’s January 7 column, con- 
cerning Women’s Liberation. Male displeasure and. discomfort with 
feminists is certainly nothing new, but never have I seen the real 
issues so widely skirted, the asinine bromides so broadly displayed. 
Not surprisingly, Mr. Hall addresses himself to THE BRA, its his- 
tory and its status around the world. Perhaps also not surprising, 
‘but clearly lamentable, is Mr. Hall’s inability to leave that subject. 
Fifty-five lines of his column center on the breast; he even has 
anecdotes about Tee-shirts and suckling piglets. The mind boggles 
at these irrelevancies. 

Similarly, Mr. Hall completely misses the point of an area he 
presumes to treat—the issue of “Equal pay for equal work.” Rather 
than intelligently consider the actualities of economic inequality, 
Mr. Hall reminisces about picking cotton and the admirable biceps 
of a certain lady janitor. We are also treated to snapshots of Viet- 
namese construction workers and allowed to discern for ourselves 
what possible connection this could have with Women’s Liberation 
as it really is. It is not possible here to do more than question why 
the average male employee in the, United States earns $6,610 a year, 
while the average woman earns $3,157, less than half. And there 
is space here only to point to the millions of women filling sup- 
portive roles—secretaries, clerks, nurses, helpmates, soulmates, wait- 
yesses, dingbats—while men do the “important” jobs. It is the man 
who pilots the plane, the woman who minces down the aisle in 
uncomfortable clothing to serve cocktails. 


Now I must consider at least briefly a perfect travesty of in- 
tellectual honesty. Mr. Hall states: “Let’s give some serious con- 
sideration to the value of the mouthings of such as Mrs. Gloria 
Cteinem and file them as we do other specimens of human waste, 
down the drain.” Is this Mr. Hall’s “serious consideration?” How 
‘ypical of male arrogance — he refuses even to consider the con- 
tent of Steinem‘s remarks, let alone her grievances. She is a woman, 
and therefore not to be taken seriously. What, precisely, are 
Steinem’s “mouthings?” May we not, Mr. Hall, judge for our- 
pelves? Could you not have presented us something of Steinem as 
)virs. when the lady has never married — indicating perhaps an af- 
finity with the thoughts of David Susskind who once remarked, 
“What Gloria needs is a man.” 


Mr. Hall concludes by advising us to neither burn nor destroy 
cur bras (back to that fascinating bit of fluff), but to donate them 
to “something like the transvestite we had on campus recently.” 
May I inform Mr. Hall, to use ideas of Germaine Greer, that we 
women are transvestites, female impersonators, trapped for as long 
as we allow ourselves to be in a parody of femaleness. A man is 
allowed, even encouraged, to present his naked face to the world — 
a woman is either shocking, odd, or both without her lacquer, eye- 
lashes, painted face, and Playboy-Bunny posturing. In such a role 
we are as sexless, castrated, and inverted as the transvestite who 
“sickens” Mr. Hall. 


How did we get this way? Individually, by having parental 
figures tear us out of treetops, out of blue jeans and tennis shoes, 
and off bicycles the moment we were “too old for that sort of 
thing.” Collectively, by being sucked into a game of hate. Put 
briefly and bluntly for lack. of space, men hate women. That is 
not paranoia, it is fact. Carnal Knowledge demonstrates this nicely. 
Little boys do not grow out of that interesting phase when they 
hate girls — they simply grow older and confuse liking sex with 
liking girls. The hate continues, bolstered largely by simple brain- 
washing and biology. The boy is taught that sex is dirty, his body 
is dirty — then logically the recipient and partner of his sexuality 
is also dirty. (And the more willing she is the dirtier she is). Ejacu- 
lation is physically and biologically aligned with elimination of 
wastes, and woman becomes a sewer-like receptacle for man’s urges. 
An unlovely picture but a true one. There is, of course, much more 
to it than that; books are available on the subject. Perhaps Mr. 
Hall will dare a peek at one or two. 

When men cease to despise ‘their sexuality they will cease to 
despise the sexuality of their partners. Women will not have to 
dress up the package because of a belief that what is underneath 
is “dirty,” not worthy. 

As with most enslaved creatures, women will receive and pos- 
sess only the freedom they are willing to take. That is what is 
going on now — a few female as opposed to feminime hands are 
beginning to tear down the prisonhouse that surrounds the grow- 
ing girl. Such acts of dignity and liberation deserve something bet- 
ter than sneering male condescension and deliberate misunderstand- 
ing. These things, Mr. Hall, are some’ of:the issues of Women’s 
Liberation, not burning bras and mixing cement. 

Rejoice, Mr. Hall — the slave enslaves his captor. When 
women are free men will be free too. —Dr. Karen Larsen.
